Drums rolled, bagpipes skirled 
and the sound of marching feet 
crunching through gravel disrupt¬ 
ed the afternoon stillness at Vul¬ 
can Sunday as 177 kilited officers 
and men from one of Southern Al¬ 
berta’s best-known reserve army 
regiments went on parade. 

The unit was the Calgary High¬ 
landers. Tlie occasion, Exerc$e 
“Presentation", when, for the first 
time since the war, the battalion 
gathered together for a ceremon¬ 
ial parade. 

Before the massed ranks of their 
comrades, six members of the re¬ 
giment wore presentd with the 
Canadian Forces Decoration, the 
only all-Canadian award for 12 
years exemplary^? service in the 
armed forces, and an outsider re¬ 
ceived the Coronation Medal. Mak¬ 
ing the presentations was Col. Eric 
L. Harvie, Q.C., honorary colonel 
of the regiment. 

Receiving the Canadian Forces 
Decoration were: Major W. H. 
Powell, Capt. B. E. Boylan and 
Capt. M. B Huffman, all of Cal¬ 
gary, and Major H. C. R. Munro. 
officer commanding Vulcan’s “A" 
Company, Calgary Highlanders, 
and Sgt. R. S. Irwin and Cpl. D. 
W. Brooks, also of Vulcan. 

Receiving the Coronation Medal 
was J. L. Moyer, chief of the Vul¬ 
can police. 

Marching in the best traditions 
of the Calgary Highlanders and 
the First Great War£ 10 Battalion. 
C.E.F.,-a unit from whence the 
present battalion came, and whose 
immortal glory is written for all 
time on the battlefield of St. Jul- 
ien, the battalion fell in*on Vulcan 
St., for an inspection by Col. Har- 
vic and the presentation of medals. 

Then, led by the pipe band and 
surrounded by scores of children, 
the Highlanders marched up Pacif¬ 
ic Avenue to the cenotaph where 
a wreath was laid in memory of 
the dead of two great wars. Many 
townsfolk also assembled to wit¬ 
ness the ceremonies, despite the 
chilling breeze which cut through 
soldier’s kilt and civilian’s coat. 

The sun shone brightly for the 
occasion, however. 

After the wreath-laying cere- 
money the battalion, headed by its 
band, marched back down Pacific 
Ave. and up Vulcan St. for a 
'march past with Col. Harvie tak¬ 
ing the 3aiute. 

Honored guests looking on in¬ 
cluded Mayor W. D. Allan; J. E. 
Carlson, chairman of the county 
committee; D. D. McQueen, county 
secretary; Carson McKay, presi¬ 
dent of the local branch of the 
Canadian LegliJh; and J. L. Moyer, 
chief of police. 

Other guests at the banquet in¬ 
cluded Lt.-Cmdr. W. M. Giles of 
Vulcan and Cpl. P. J. Molyneux, 
R.C.M.P. 

Taking part in the parade were 
detriments from Calgary, Vulcan, 
Lomond, Champion, Milo, Carman 
gav Ste ve!

Following the parade a banquel 
was held for all ranks in the IOOF 
hall by the Reid Hill Women’s In¬ 
stitute. Convener of the banquet 
committee was Mrs. Eva Bowie. 
The head table was beautifully de¬ 
corated with bowls of cut flowers 
and on display were statuettes de¬ 
picting Calgary Highlanders in full 
dress uniform and the mounted set 
of regimental Jewelry recently 
presented to the unit by Col. Har¬ 
vie. 

A suggestion that this was but 
the beginning of a sustained pro¬ 
gram that may see the Highland¬ 
ers become one of the "name" 
"units of Canada's reserve army 
was found In an address given by 
Col. Harvie. when he said that an 
effort would be made to see that 
parades such as Sunday's would be 
repeated at least once a year.

The heaviest by-law vote in sev¬ 
eral years was recorded on Mon¬ 
day at the town office when rate¬ 
payers of the Town of Vulcan ap¬ 
proved a by-law to provide for the 
erection of an elevated storage 
tank for the water system by an 
overwhelming majority. ‘Votes in 
favor of the by-law totalled 116, 
with only 3 ratepayers voting 
against it. 

The by-law vote required a two- 
thirds majority to pass. 

About 350 proprietary ratepay¬ 
ers of the town are eligible to vote 
on such matters: 

The proposed addition to the 
water system of an elevated stor¬ 
age tank has already been approv¬ 
ed by the Department of Public 
Health and the way is now cleared 
for the issuing of debentures to 
cover the amount of $47,800 which 
will be borrowed from the Provin¬ 
cial Government under the provis¬ 
ions of the Municipal Capital Ex¬ 
penditure Loans Act. The debent¬ 
ures will boar interest at the rate 
oi 3(1% and will be payable in 20 
equal consecutive annual amortiz¬ 
ed instalments of combined prin¬ 
cipal and interest of $3,287.63 each 
year. 

It is anticipated -that work on. 
the project will commence as ear¬ 
ly as possible in Hie sprtng. 


Pioneer Rancher 
J. W. Bateman 
Dies at Age 85 

One of the earliest pioneers of 
tliis district was laid to rest on 
Monday, Oct 26, when funeral 
services lor Joseph William Bate¬ 
man. aged 85 fears, were held from 
the uethbridge L.D.S. Chapel. 

The organ prelude was given by 
Grace B. Buchan, followed by the 
mixed quartet of the Lethbridge 
first ward singing the hymn, "O 
My Father", Fred E. Puzey, presid 
ed. 

James. W. Ellis of Champion 
gave the invocation and Frederick 
M. Smith of Champion gave the 
eulogy. He told how the deceased 
had been born near Salt Lake City 
in 1868 and of his attending the 
Brigham Young Academy at the 
age of 21. prior to coming to 
Cardston in 1897 where he ranch¬ 
ed until filling a two-year mission 
for the L.D.S. Church in the sou¬ 
thern States at the turn of the 
century. 

In 1903 he and his brother John, 
brought their cattle herd to what 
is now the Vulcan district and in 
December of 1904 he married Ca¬ 
therine Enders in the Logan Tem¬ 
ple in Utah, following which they 
homesteaded just northeast of 
here long before there was either 
railway or town. 

David K. Elton of Lethbridge, 
who labored in the same mission 
field at the same time, also gave 
an inspiring address.

Marketing Soil Conserving Crops 

Forage crops for soil improve- 
. ment and livestock to take care of 
the forage is an excellent combin¬ 
ation, and one that need not be 
confined lo. the large herd owner. 
With hay this fall and pasture 
next spring, the man not interest¬ 
ed in large scale operations might 
feed a few calves to advantage. 

Tests at the University of Alber¬ 
ta during the past two years under 
direction of Dr. L. W. McElroy, 
Professor of Animal Science, sug¬ 
gest how. Calves, bought in Nov¬ 
ember, have been wintered on hay, 
carried on cultivated pasture 
through the summer, and market¬ 
ed in the fall. No grain was fed, 
8nd the only suplements wgre salt, 
ground limestone and bonemeaf. 

In the 1951-52 trials. 12 calves 
were fed a mixture of one-third 
cut alfalfa hay and two-thirds cut 
ca hay, supplemented with the

were moved to an 11 acre brome- 
alfalfa pasture where they remain 
ed until slaughtered in September. 
It required 16 H- tons of hay and 
11 acres of pasture lo bring these 
twelve calves from their initial 
weight of 519 lb. to their final 
weight of 885 lb With hay yields 
estimated at 2 tons per acre, this

Similar trials, started in Nov¬ 
ember of last year, are still under 
way, but the dry feed in this case 
consisted of one-half alfalfa hay 
and one-half grass hay. The great¬ 
er efficiency with which the calves 
converted this into beef was quite 
marked. For 100 lb. gain, 1253 lb. 
of the grass-alfalfa hay was re¬ 
quired compared to 1638 lb, of the 
oat-alfalfa hay used in the prev¬ 
ious years test. Complete results of 
the present year’s trials are not 
yet available since the animals are 
still on test. It appears definite, 
however that results of the 1951- 
52 trials will be confirmed in that 
one acre of forage crop land is 
again yielding over 200 lb. live 
weight of beet. 

For the man with hay this fall 
and pasture next year, this method 
ol using forage crops might well 
be considered. Dr. McElroy sug¬ 
gests. Calves bought in the fall, 
wintered on hay and carried 
through the summer on cultivated 
pasture, he says, could be market¬ 
ed off pasture, off cover crop, or 
after a short period of grain feed¬ 
ing in the dry lot as desired.
